The Dang ers o f Co al Mining . 
This mine, while one of the largest, 
was also one of the most dangerons in 
the valley. 
In order to keep tne work­ 
ings supplied with pure air, in quan­ 
tity sufficient to render harmless the 
explosive gases releasod by opening 
the coal-seams, an immense fan bad 
been constructed which, during every 
minute that it was in action, drew forth 
from the mine over 200,000 cubio feet 
of impure air. 
Even with this great 
air-current, there were still verpr dan­ 
gerous parts of the mine, requiring the 
utmost vigilance from the miners. To 
hear of some miner or laborer firing the 
gas in his chamber and being burned 
thereby, was a matter of almost weekly 
occurrence. 
In pits of this character, 
where there is a plentiful air-current, 
it is often a custom with miners to 
“fire” the gas iu their working-plaoes 
before a quantity sufficient to render 
its combustion dangerous accumulates, 
When this is done, the gas will take 
fire with a noiso not unliko that made 
in lighting a common gas-jct. 
There 
is such an excess of air that tho ex* 
plosion of the gas is very weak and 
harmless. 
The flame, often three or 
four feet deep, will travel along the 
uneven roof, showing beautiful colors 
varying from a deep, dark bluo to a 
brilliant crimson; and in it shine stars 
of dazzling white light, showing that 
fine particles of coal-dust suspended in 
the air are burning in the great heat of 
the gas. 
Sometimes this flame will 
travel close up against tho roof, slowly 
to and fro, several times, nntil all the 
gas has been burned away. 
When the flame dies out, the burnt 
gases (the “ black” or “after-damp,”) 
being heavier than the air, fall to the 
floor. 
Bo the cool-minor is ever ex­ 
posed to two great dangers; the first, 
that of l>elng burned; the second, that 
of being suffocated after he has escaped 
the tire.—lto y McTa o ish

The long artificial waterway—one o t 
the most brilliant triumphs of modern 
engineering — greatly 
shortens 
the 
water route between Europe and Asia, 
and henot> it has always been of high 
importance to England, in view of her 
vast possessions in the East, to keep 
control of it, or at least to see that 
it did not fall under the control of any 
other European power. England not 
only holds more than one third of the 
share of t^he canal—176,602, ont of 396,- 
845—but her subjects possess many of 
its bonds. 
Nearly five-sixths of the 
vessels, moreover, which pass to and 
fro through the canal on their errand* 
of commerce, fly the British flag. 
Yet, 
further, England holds, at present, the 
military possession of Egypt through 
the territory of which the canal passes. 
Were a war to break out between En­ 
gland and Russia—an event which 
never seems improbable—it would be 
very essential to British interests that 
her men-of-war and transports should 
make their way to India by wav of the 
Suez Canal; for, if that were closed to 
them, they wonld have to go round 
Africa, doubling the Cape of Good 
Hope, as all vessels from European 
ports l>ound for India used to do be­ 
fore the Suez Canal was opened to 
navigation. Supposing India or Afghan­ 
istan to be the seat of such a war, it 
would be necessary for England to 
reach it with her home troops and sup­ 
plies as soon as possible, and this is the 
chief military reason why England is 
bound to maintain such a control in the 
canal as she at present has. 
The interest of France in the canal 
is that it was built by a great French 
engineer, M. de Lesseps; that it was a 
French enterprise, mainly constructed 
by French capital; that tho French still 
retain a large financial and some com­ 
mercial and military stoke in it, and 
that France is jealous of English as­ 
cendancy in Egypt, and could not be 
willing that England should obtain 
complete political control of the canal. 
The convention, or agreement, which 
has just been mode between the two 
powers, provide* for what is called the 
“neutralization” of the canal in time of 
war. 
That ia, the canal, in suck an 
event, is not to be dosed, bat is to be 
open equally to the war-fleet* of »11 na­ 
tions. But while men-of-war and trans­ 
ports are to be allowed in time of war 
to pass through it, all acts of war, 
either in the canal itself, on its banks, 
or at its two outlets, ar* forbidden by 
the convention. 
Neither of the com­ 
batants can “either disembark, or take 
up iu the canal, or in the ports of en­ 
trance, Suez or Port Said, troops, mu­ 
nitions, or material of war.” 
Nor can 
the warships of one belligerent attack 
those of his enemy either in the canal 
itself, or within a certain distanoe, to 
be hereafter determined, of the ports 
of entranoe. 
If there is any violation of the canal 
under these conditions, the Khedive of 
Egypt may adopt the necessary meas­ 
ures to see that its neutrality is pro­ 
tected ; or, if he is not able to protect 
the canal, his suzerain,^ the Sul tun of 
Turkey, may be called upon to do so, 
in concert with the other European 
powers. 
Besides, in case of any rising 
or rebellion in Egypt, the Khedive is 
allowed by the convention to make use 
of tho canal, in warlike operations, for 
the defence of his dominions. 
But he 
cannot use it in a war with any of the 
European powers. In case war vessels, 
in a period of war between European 
powers, enter the canal, they cannot 
make it merely a haven of refuge. They 
must not anchor and remain in it, but 
must pass through it without stopping. 
This convention ensures to England 
the right to use the canal freely in 
transporting troops and munitions by 
the shorter route to her great ports in 
the East; and is a signal triumph of 
her diplomacy.—Yo uth'* Co mp a nio n.

C h icago, May 12.—-The last scene of inter­ 
est in the great Chicago boodle case 
—at least 
for two y ears, when the boodlers will be set 
free—-took place at the jail and 
railw ay sta­ 
tion 
y esterday morning. 
Shortly after 8 
o'clock Deputies Gleason, Spears, Galpin and 
Graves, led by the sheriff, clim bed the iron 
stairw ay leading into the jail. 
They laugh­ 
ingly brushed their way through the reporters’ 
ranks, and said they were sorry that the or­ 
ders adm itting persons int > the ba.stile were 
so strict. 
But ‘-the boy s” had requested that 
new spaper men be kept as far as possible 
from them d uring the transfer from their 
cells to the bus, and of course the sheriff felt 
tha t he ought to 
grant it. 
A few m om ents a fte r the a rriva l of the 
deputies the boodlers w ere notified to get 
ready , as the trip was soon to be begun. 
In 
less than ten m inutes they announced them ­ 
selves prepared and anxious to board the 
train . 
The huge iron doors leading from the 
visitors' cage to the m ain office w ere sw ung 
open, and in single file the celebrated looters 
of Cook county m arched out from their iron 
homes for the last tim e. 
N or did any of 
them drop a te a r at the parting. 
F irst cam e Van Pelt. 
He looked serious, 
but said nothing. 
Then followed Ochs, \ ar- 
neli, 
Ley den and W asserm au. 
A ll w ere 
ranged in the m ain office, dressed for the 
- trip. 
B utcher Ley den w ore his last y ear's 
derby , as did V arnell, while A Vasserm an and 
V an Pelt, sty lish as ever, w ent like bloods 
w ith their silk tiles on the back of their 
heads. 
Ochs, who never knew how to ap­ 
pear sty lish, still clung to his old slouch hat. 
A few m om ents before 8:30 o'clock the 
m anacles w ere produced, an d the “boy s’’ 
shivered. 
‘'L ittle V an,” to his g reat surprise 
and pleasure, was shackled to D eputy H om er 
Galpin. 
The rest of them w ere handcuffed 
together, and a fte r bidding their host, Ja ile r 
Folz and his boy s good-by e, the boodlers left 
their old homo forever, a t least, tha t is w hat 
they sari, though one of the deputies re­ 
plied softly , “< )h, well, y ou c an 't tell. 
M an 
proposes, etc.” 
W hen they first struck day light, tha t is, 
caught the full glare of the brig ht sum m er 
sun, it partially blinded “tho boy s.” V an 
P elt grasped and clung to the deputy , while 
the rest of them groped and stum bled for the 
first five or six steps before they recovered. 
T hen it was tha t W asserm au kicked. 
“These --------------m anacles on m y w rists 
m ake me feel terrible. 
They are worse to 
m e than the tw enty -one m onths I am going 
to serve. 
God, w hat a d isg race’ ’ 
‘‘{Shut up, Alike,” cried Ley den, "we’ve got 
to subm it, and we m ight as well do it w ith a 
good grace as a poor one.” 
This sound advice was taken and not a 
w ord was spoken a fte r tha t as the boodlers 
w ere pushed through the crow d in tho jail- 
y a rd to the big bus in the alley . 
A n in stan t 
later the door banged, the d river cracked his 
w hip, clucked to his horses, a n d 'it was good­ 
by e boodlers. 
The crow d followed fo r a block, but g ra d ­ 
ually droppe 1 out of the race and left only a 
few friends of tho prisoners and a dozen 
new spaper m en in cabs in the w ake of tho 
bus. 
The journey to the A lton station w as 
mad« v\ dhout occurrence of interest, and the 
prisoners w» *re prom ptly tak en on board and 
the tra in pull 'd out for the “pen.” 
The re a ­ 
son tha t there was none of the relatives pre s­ 
en t to bid the “boy s” good-by e, was because 
this had been done the n ig ht before. 
On ilie route m ost of the prisoners w ere 
r e t i c e n t and preferred the com pany of their 
own thoughts, one or tw o of them , how ever, 
p r o t e s t i n g i b d they w ere going to prison for 
spending nothing like so m uch m oney as tho 
present i surd. 
Van P e lt was the exception. 
H e talked an 1 laughed, and when it began to 
ra in declared w ith a solemn face tha t it w us 
the heavens weeping a t the suprem o court 
decision.

ASTIQUnT OF THE 
TELEPHOXE.

“ The principle of the telephone has 
been known for 2,000 years in India," 
was the rather incredible statement- 
made by Fred Amesbnry, who lately 
returned to New York after a two years' 
sojourn in the land of striped tigers 
and wonderful fakirs. “ I do not assert, 
mind you," continued Mr. Amesbury, 
“ that they use the telephone as we use 
it, or that they hav e any system of gen­ 
eral communication. 
What I do say is 
that the high caste people hav e a 
method of communicating to 
each 
other by 
v ibratory 
action 
on 
a 
diaphragm, just as we do, but it is con­ 
fined entirely to their temples, and its 
existence has remained a secret until 
within a few years. 
“ I was in a town1 called Panj, about 
100 miles from Madras, and while 
there became 
acquainted 
with an 
English officer named Harrington, who 
was a prime fav orite with the nativ es 
becaus: o on one occasion he had sav ed 
a priest from drowning. 
He was a 
genial, pleasant fellow, and had that 
peculiar magnetism about him that 
made and kept friends ev erywhere. 
“ There are two temples in the v il­ 
lage that are about a mile apart. 
In 
the interior and on the ground floor of 
each is a small circular structure which 
is guarded day and night from the na­ 
tiv es as well as from strangers and is 
supposed to be the abiding place of the 
‘gov ernment spirit,' but in reality is 
the terminus of the telephone line, 
which is laid under ground from one 
building to another. 
“ The superstitious nativ es regarded 
this little structure with the greatest 
awe and rev erence, because they had 
seen demonstrated before their eyes— 
or, rather, ears-S-the power of this 
spirit to communicate with the other 
temple. 
They were required to make 
their offering in one 
building, and 
make known their wishes and desires. 
Then immediately repairing to the sec 
©nd temple they would be informed of 
all they had sahl and done, although 
neither priest had left his post. 
This 
was regarded as a demonstration of the 
power of the spirit. 
“ We were unable to determine the 
composition of the wire that connecter, 
the two buildings. It was some kind oi 
metal, but neither steel, copper, noi 
brass, although it closely resembled 
the latter. 
The transmitter was oi 
wood and about the size of the head o) 
a flour barrel, and to establish connec­ 
tion, instead of ringing a bell, the per­ 
son wishing to attract attention at the 
other end stood close to the curious* 
looking thing and shouted: ‘Ooey! 
ooey! ooey!’ 
“ This was answered by a similar 
shout, which, while faint, was distinct, 
and could be heard two feet away. 
“ After Harrington and I had gained 
the confidence 
of the priests—or, 
rather after he had—we were giv en 
ca rte b la n ch e 
to do as we pleased, and 
we talked to each other from one tem­ 
ple to the other for more 
than an 
hour, and were enabled to make an in­ 
complete inv estigation. 
“ We learned that the telephone that 
we saw had been in uso for thirty years. 
The priests were v ery old men, and 
they remembered that the line of com­ 
munication had been renewed only 
once during their incumbency. 
“ They showed us the remains of 
wormeaten transmitters and wooden 
conduits that must hav e been hundreds 
of years old. 
They claimed that the 
system had been in existence since the 
creation, and laughed at us when we 
told them that the same principle has 
only been applied in England and 
America within the J ast dozen years. 
In ev ery part of India and in Burmab 
this system of secret communication 
exists, although hundreds of trav eler.* 
hav e nev er suspected it. I believ e that 
it dates back fully 2,000 years." 
Paste Diamonds. 
“ The great majority of people cannot 
tell the difference between paste and 
real diamonds at a ball-room,” said a 
well-known jeweler to a New' York re­ 
porter, “ and there are more people who 
wear paste than any one would think.

GOOD ROADS. 


A few suggestions. 
# 
-...... 1......... 


$0 much bus be- n said in tliese later 
years about how t<* improve our country 
roads, that it surely can do no harm if I 
add a few more suggestions, 
In general 
our roads are worked according to the 
ideas of the elected road commissioners 
and without regard to n well selected am 
approved plan; each one tries to benefit 
his own di-tiict, even if it is no real last 
ing improvement to the whole township. 
The way the affairs of our public roads 
have been carried on with good intention 
for the public welfare, no one is blamed in 
particular, that no better results can be 
shown. 
But I believe the time has come 
that the farmers of the township of Pul 
myra should make united efforts io see if 
tho ways of working our roads could not 
be improved on sum* how. 
But first of ail we nm.H have a plan of 
the nature and sit nation of all the roads 
in the township before we can do any 
beneficial work. 
Take for instance a 
truck gardener before he goes to sowing 
and planting in the spring, he works up 
a well meditated plan 
so know exactly 
where to place his different seeds and 
plants; it would be a failure if he would 
do it in a haphazard way. 
Once in a 
while he might hit it right and just us 
often might fail. 
Now it seems to me 
before any new work is done on our roads 
we ought to get up a certain system or 
guide with which the majority of the 
people are ¿ satisfied. 
I would suggest 
that we classify all our roads; just as the 
North Western railroad divides up in 
main roads anti different classes of side 
branches, and each one being fitted up 
with such improvements as becomes the 
different classes of roads. 
The great trouble with us farmers has 
been so far, that each one of us tried to 
make out that juxl the road we happen to 
live on is the main road and most of the 
work each year aught to bo done right 
there, to the dissatisfaction of numerous 
other farmers living on neighboring roads 
To overcome this we aught to classify all 
our roads at a farmers meeting and then 
take a vote on each road to decide to 
which class it belongs. 
For instance the 
road from Dixon to Ellwood Hughes, 1 
would put in class A, with the under­ 
standing that all roads belonging to this 
class aught to be graveled on one side of 
the road to leave a summer and winter 
road (for good sleighing) on the other 
side. 
By putting the gravel on one side 
of the road it only takes three loads of 
gravel side by side to make the bed wide 
enough, because it is only used in wet 
weather, whereas by putting thej&ravel 
in the center of the road it takes twice 
the amount (and more)of gravel to make 
it last because people are forced to use it 
constantly the year round, and after all 
it gets out of repair and makes hard 
traveling. 
The road from E llw o o d Hughes 


¡Mr. Bef.de’s 
belongs to class B; that 
i means the road ought to be worked up 
1 into a nice rounded road bed on one side, 
to give as much width of road to travel 
: on as possible; there being then no need 
always traveling in the same track, and 
the road will keep a great deal longer in 
repair. 
In the class C I would put all 
roads which are traveled to the extent of 
the road running west from the McClary 
place to the county line. 
A road is a part ot our farms. 
We are 
taxed every year for it like the rest of the 
farm, and again we are taxed for keep­ 
ing the road in repair, and are not allowed 
to travel over the whole width of the 
road on account of faulty construction. 
It seems to me there must be something 
out of the way. 
J ust as well have the 
roads more narrow, as in the eastern 
states, and use the surplus width for 
farming purposes, wherewith to pay the 
tax levied. 
But the way matters stand, 
let us rather have as much of the road as 
possible for traveling purposes. 
One of the best things to keep a dirt 
road in good repair are the different 
grasses; especialy blue grass and timothy 
In traveling over the different roads this 
spring I have observed the decided ad 
vantage it was to travel on the grass 
grown sides of the rouds when the main 
part was wet and soft, and hard to trave 
on. 
Does this not prove in itself that we 
ought to depend more on grasses to Lave 
good roads in a wet season than on the 
plow and scraper, which only loosen the 
soil to make traveling a hardship and 
give such opportunities for the slippery 
subsoil to wash down the open sideditch 
es. 
It cost considerable money to put 
our roads in such deplorable condition. 
At all places where the road could be 
used to the extent of the whole width, 
there being no side ditches and a splendid 
growth of grass, traveling was rather a 
pleasure instead a hardship during the 
wet days of the spring; and best of all 
these very roads never had been an ex­ 
pense to the people. 
When a road begins to wash straw 
thrown in the ditch will save much ex­ 
pense. 
The road commissioners ought to 
visit the different roads and make a plen- 
tifull use of straw to prevent deeper 
washings; by devoting a wet k at this 
critical time in looking afscr these spring 
washings, will save a township hundreds 
of dollars during the rest of the year. 
Year after year we loose thousands of 
tons of clay on hilly roads because each 
rain, especially in the spring, 
washes 
down clay from those unprotected side 
ditches. 
I would propose that everytime 
after a road is plowed and scraped, tim­ 
othy, mixed with a little clover be sown 
on the ditches to have them covered with 
grass as soon as possible. 
The little ex­ 
pense of a few cents per rod would save 
much. 
Now let us sum up the main 
points to better the condition of our 
roads: 
I 
Classification of all the roads. 
II 
Encourage tho growth of grass < n 
our roads. 
III 
Dec rease the use of plow and 
scraper. 
IV 
Do not till up the roads more than 
s actually necessary and where it has to 
be done, do it on one side of the road. 
If roads could be woiked some what on 
this plan, wo could save <juite a sum of 
money every year, to be used to build 
better bridges and culverts. 
If the readers of this article discover 
where 1 err on this subject, I hope they 
will enlighten me through the columns of 
this paper.
